Celebrating  30  Years

Great  significance  is 
attached  to  any 
institution's  history, 
especially  an  educational  insti- 
tution. True,  Charleston  South- 
ern University  is 
only  30  years  old. 
But  that's  enough  to 
set  in  motion  remi- 
niscences and  re- 
flections by  persons 
long  associated  with 
the  university. 

They  can  look 
back  and  talk  about 
how  the  college  got 
its  start  in  the  Sun- 
day School  class- 
rooms at  First  Bap- 
tist Church  in  North  Charleston 
and  later  moved  to  the  present 
campus.  Many  of  those  who 
matriculated  at  the  Baptist  Col- 
lege and  Charleston  Southern 
University  have  been  absorbed 
into  communities  of  the  South 
Carolina  Lowcountry.  They  are 
the  indelible  mark  that  CSU  has 
left  over  the  past  30  years. 

During  a  recent  anniversary 
celebration  at  the  university, 
former  Charleston  Mayor  J. 
Palmer  Gaillard,  a  man  who 
played  a  key  role  in  bringing  the 
Baptist  College  to  life,  said  he 
felt  that  helping  to  clear  the  way 
for  the  college  to  buy  the  land 
on  which  it  is  presently  located 
was  one  of  the  most  important 
things  he  ever  did  during  his 
four  terms  in  office. 


An  array  of  speakers  partici- 
pated in  that  celebration,  which 
was  held  in  the  Lightsey 
Chapel.  A  number  were  among 
the  founders  who  contributed 
$10,000  or  more  to 
help  the  college  get 
started.  Also 
present  for  the 
emotionally 
charged  program, 
presided  over  by 
Fred  Norris,  were  a 
few  members  of  the 
original  faculty  and 
administrative  staff. 

During  a  ban- 
quet address, 
former  Gov.  Robert 
McNair,  a  man  long  interested 
in  the  school,  paid  warm  tribute 
to  the  college's  first  president, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  John  A.  Hamrick. 

Charleston  Southern  Uni- 
versity has  been  the  linchpin  of 
development  in  an  area  where 
once  there  was  only  a  stand  of 
stately  pines  and  hardwood. 

A  former  English  teacher  at 
the  university,  Josephine 
Humphreys,  is  a  nationally 
known  author.  The  university's 
athletic  program,  which  has 
been  under  the  direction  of 
Howard  Bagwell  from  day  one, 
competes  in  the  NCAA  Division 
I.  The  growth  of  the  university's 
library  has  been  one  of  the  most 
impressive  elements  of  its  over- 
all development. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  William  F. 


Bishop,  who  represented  the 
South  Carolina  Baptist  Conven- 
tion at  the  ceremony,  cited  the 
convention's  pride  in  its  support 
of  the  university  "right  from  the 
beginning." 

The  first  man  to  serve  as 
vice  president  and  academic 
dean,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  A. 
Barry,  paid  a  stirring  tribute  to 
those  pioneer  faculty  and  staff 
members  who  persevered 
through  some  difficult  times 
during  those  early  days.  In  fact, 
Dr.  Ken  Bonnette,  the  present 
academic  dean,  said  Dr.  Barry's 
early  insistence  on  setting  high 
academic  standards  "has 
earned  our  university  the  re- 
spect and  the  reputation  for  ex- 
cellence that  we  constantly 
strive  to  maintain  today." 

The  man  at  the  center  of  CSU 
today  is  Dr.  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr., 
a  Lancaster  native  who  took  on 
the  job  as  president  10  years 
ago.  Dr.  Hunter  is  a  super 
salesman,  a  masterful  adminis- 
trator, a  persuasive  fundraiser 
and  an  enthusiastic  teacher. 

There  is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  university  will 
come  to  the  end  of  the  20th  cen- 
tury with  high  marks,  and  that 
by  2004,  the  end  of  another 
decade,  the  future  of  this  thriv- 
ing institution  will  be  even 
brighter.

President  Commended  by 
Trustees  and 
Faculty  Senate 


President  Jairy  Hunter 
has  received  separate 
resolutions  from  the 
institution's  faculty  and  Board 
of  Trustees  commending  him 
for  his  "outstanding"  and  "de- 
voted" leadership  during  the 
past  10  years. 

The  faculty  resolution,  pre- 
sented recently  during  a  spe- 
cial Founders'  Week  Convo- 
cation by  Dr.  A.J.  Conyers, 
professor  of  religion  and 
chairman  of  CSU's  faculty 
senate,  commended  Hunter 
for  enhancing  the  university's 
programs. 

During  Hunter's  adminis- 
tration, the  university  has 
added  five  master's  degrees 
in  education,  a  master's  de- 
gree in  business  administra- 
tion and  is  beginning  new 
majors  this  year  in  youth  min- 
istry, environmental  manage- 
ment and  nursing.  In  addition, 
the  faculty  resolution  also 
commended  Hunter  for  stan- 
dardizing full-time  faculty 
salaries. 

The  resolution  also  recog- 
nized Hunter  for  his  work  in 
establishing  partnerships  with 
community  service  organiza- 
tions, businesses  and  educa- 


tional institutions.  These  part- 
nerships resulted  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  university's 
Center  for  Economic  Fore- 
casting, a  partnership  with 
IBM  in  computer  distribution 
as  well  as  a  BellSouth  part- 
nership for  public  school  re- 
form. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  pre- 
sented their  resolution  during 
a  joint  board  meeting  with  the 
Board  of  Visitors  held  recently 
on  CSU's  campus. 

Presented  by  Board  Chair- 
man Tom  Nichols,  the  resolu- 
tion commended  Hunter  for 
his  "strong  spiritual  leader- 
ship" in  fulfilling  the 
university's  mission  of  "aca- 
demic excellence  in  a  Chris- 
tian environment."  The  trust- 
ees' resolution  also  recog- 
nized Hunter's  development 
of  a  strategic  plan  which  re- 
sulted in  CSU  quad-  rupling 
the  endowment  and  experi- 
encing seven  consecutive 
years  of  a  surplus  budget. 

Both  resolutions  were  pre- 
sented in  honor  of  Hunter's  1 0 
years  of  service  to  the  univer- 
sity. 


At  A  Glance 

•Four  new  academic 
programs  begin  this  fall: 

CSU  has  added  a  bach- 
elor of  science  degree  in 
criminal  justice  to  its 
evening  college.  The  de- 
gree, the  only  four-year  de- 
gree of  its  kind  in  the  Trident 
area,  prepares  students  for 
careers  in  government  as 
well  as  with  various  private 
corporations  and  institu- 
tions. 

CSU  is  the  only  four- 
year  liberal  arts  university  in 
the  Southeast  to  offer  a 
bachelor  of  arts  in  youth 
ministry.  In  addition  to  tak- 
ing religion  courses,  stu- 
dents will  take  youth  minis- 
try courses  and  be  required 
to  work  100  hours  for  a  se- 
mester at  a  local  church. 

The  new  bachelor  of  sci- 
ence in  environmental 
management  will  prepare 
students  for  entry-level 
management  positions  that 
include  responsibilities  of 
insuring  that  the  company 
meets  environmental  guide- 
lines and  regulations  im- 
posed by  both  state  and 
federal  agencies.  Students 
will  take  business,  environ- 
mental law,  environmental 
economics  and  environ- 
mental science  classes.  An 
internship  is  also  required. 

The  bachelor  of  science 
in  nursing  degree  program 
will  also  begin  this  fall  with 
students  taking  prenursing 
courses  this  year.  Twenty- 
five  students  will  be  admit- 
ted into  the  first  nursing 
class  in  the  fall  of  '95.

Spring  Athletic  Update

BASEBALL 

The  Charleston  Southern 
baseball  team  completed  its 
first  season  under  head  coach 
Randy  Mazey  by  compiling  a 
14-13  record  in  the  Big  South, 
finishing  fifth  in  the  10-team 
league.  Overall,  the  Bucs  were 
19-34  against  a  very  difficult 
schedule. 

Included  in  that  victory  total 
were  wins  over  NCAA  regional 
participants  UNC  Greensboro 
and  The  Citadel,  whom  the 
Bucs  defeated  by  a  6-1  score 
on  March  29  at  Buccaneer 
Field.  CSU  has  also  suffered 
narrow  defeats  at  the  hands  of 
Southern  Conference  member 
and  state  rival  South  Carolina 
and  perennial  Southern  Confer- 
ence power  Georgia  Southern. 

Individual  records  fell  along 
the  way  in  1994.  Senior  catcher 
Quincy  Boyd  established  a  new 
school  record  for  games  played 
with  188  and  did  not  miss  a 
game  in  his  entire  collegiate  ca- 
reer. Senior  shortstop  Ashley 
Creel  became  the  first  Buc  ever 
to  reach  the  200-hit  mark  in  a 
career  and  finished  with  202 
base  hits.  Creel  also  set  new 
CSU  school  marks  for  at  bats 
(704)  and  stolen  bases  (68). 

Senior  righthanded  pitcher 
Jim  Maas  became  the  top  win- 
ner in  CSU  history  with  19 
mound  triumphs.  His  47  career 
starts  and  348  1/3  innings 
pitched  were  also  new  school 
records. 

Maas  and  junior  righthander 
Stan  Kowalski  each  started  17

games  in  1994  to  set  a  school 
single-season  record,  and 
Kowalski's  seven  wins  were  the 
most  on  the  Buc  pitching  staff. 

Among  other  bright  spots  for 
CSU  were  the  play  of  freshman 
B.J.  Bellush,  who  led  the  team 
with  a  .294  batting  average  with 
seven  doubles  and  two  home 
runs.  Juniors  Ed  Scopelitis  and 
Tom  Kruse  tied  for  the  team 
lead  in  homers  with  three,  with 
Kruse  adding  a  team-best  15 
doubles. 
SOFTBALL 

A  fifth-place  finish  in  the  Big 
South  and  a  berth  in  the  cham- 
pionship game  of  the  Radford 
Invitational  Tournament  high- 
lighted Sue  Killian's  first  season 
at  the  helm  of  the  Charleston 
Southern  softball  program. 

The  Lady  Bucs  ended  the 
season  with  an  overall  record 
of  23-30  and  7-9  in  conference 
play.  The  team  won  five  of  six 
games  at  Radford's  tourna- 
ment, losing  in  the  final  to  Ohio 

University  by  a  slim  5-4  margin. 
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CSU  also  swept  a  double- 
header  from  the  College  of 
Charleston  and  defeated 
Radford  in  the  Big  South  Tour- 
nament before  bowing  out  of 
the  tourney  with  a  2-0  loss  to 
Coastal  Carolina. 

Pitching  was  the  key  to  suc- 
cess for  the  Lady  Bucs.  Jun- 
iors Erika  Hale  and  Julie  Allen 
along  with  freshman  Sharon 
Baker  all  placed  in  the  top  10 
in  the  conference  in  earned  run 
average,  with  Hale  leading  the 
way  with  a  1 .47  mark.  Hale  was 
named  second  team  all-confer- 
ence for  her  mound  efforts. 

Joining  Hale  on  the  all- 
league  second  team  were 
Baker  as  the  designated  hitter 
and  outfielder  Shawne  Wil- 
liams. Baker  led  the  designated 
hitter  with  a  .340  average  and 
a  team-best  five  home  runs.

Leading  the  way  for  the 
Lady  Bucs  was  Cassandra  Tho-

For  the  season,  Liselle 
Bartholomew  and  Davenport 
turned  in  the  first  and  third  best 
times,  respectively,  among  all 
Big  South  runners  in  the  100 
meters,  while  Davenport's  time 
in  the  200  meters  at  the  Big 
South  meet  was  the  second 
best  time  overall  in  the  confer- 
ence.

Farrises  Care  For  Children 


While  teenage  crime 
stories  continue  to 
headline  our  news, 
parents  in  Aiken  and  North  Au- 
gusta, S.C.,  are  finding  a  bit  of 
hope  through  the  work  of  Tom 
and  Betty  Farris.  Daily,  the 
Farrises  are  teaching  more  than 
700  children  values  such  as 
honesty,  hard  work  and  the  im- 
portance of  obeying  your  par- 
ents and  the  law. 

Known  by  most  children  as 
Mr.  Tom  and  Ms.  Betty,  the 
Farrises  are  owners  of 
Stepping  Stone  Day  Care 
Centers,  two  of  which  are 
located  in  Aiken  and  one 
in  North  Augusta. 

The  Farrises  have 
committed  the  past  25 
years  of  their  life  to  not 
only  "babysitting"  for  work- 
ing parents,  but  to  also  of- 
fering a  foundation  for  chil- 
dren to  become  good  citi- 
zens. 

Activities  at  their  centers  in- 
clude such  things  as  weekly 
Bible  studies  and  learning  cen- 
ters which  encourage  children 
to  take  responsibility  for  our 
environment. 

Their  day  care  venture  be- 
gan 26  years  ago  when  Betty 
began  keeping  her  children  and 
many  neighborhood  children  at 
home. 

After  adding  on  rooms  to 
their  home  for  the  second  time, 
the  Farrises  realized  they 
needed  to  open  a  center  that 
offered  space  for  learning  cen-

ters  and  preschool  teachers. 
They  opened  the  first  Stepping 
Stone  in  1972  in  North  Augusta 
with  50  children.  Immediately 
they  were  dedicated  to  being 
more  than  mere  chaperones. 

"We  all  felt  like  we  could  talk 
to  Mr.  Tom  and  Ms.  Betty  like 
they  were  our  parents,"  recalls 
Jamie  Johnson  who  attended 
Stepping  Stone  from  ages  four 
to  12  and  now  at  the  age  of  20 
works  in  the  office  of  Stepping

Stone  in  Aiken. 

"Even  though  the  number  of 
children  has  increased  from  50 
to  700  and  the  Farrises  now 
have  two  other  centers,  they 
still  find  time  to  spend  with  the 
children." 

But  of  course  the  Farrises 
realize  that  the  real  judges  are 
the  parents.  So,  they  have  an 
open-door  policy,  and  parents 
are  encouraged  to  visit  regu- 
larly. 

"I  would  never  be  able  to 
take  my  children  to  day  care  if  I 
couldn't  visit,"  says  Leigh  Ann 


Kenrick  who  has  two  children  at 
Stepping  Stone. 

Kenrick  says  the  greatest 
thing  about  the  day  care, 
though,  is  the  fact  that  Betty  and 
Tom  are  Christians  who  want  to 
teach  children  strong  moral  val- 
ues. 

"Betty  and  Tom  are  helping 
me  raise  my  children,"  Kenrick 
says.  "They  are  teaching  my 
children  the  same  values  dur- 
ing the  day  that  I  am  teaching 
them  in  the  evenings." 

Tom  and  Betty  are  also 
loyal  supporters  of  CSU. 
Tom,  a  former  member  of 
the  university's  Board  of 
Visitors  and  now  a 
Trustee,  says  they  support 
the  school  because  of  its 
mission  of  "academic  ex- 
cellence in  a  Christian  en- 
vironment." 

"Charleston  Southern's 
emphasis  on  a  Christian 
environment  has  put  the 
university  in  the  forefront  of  a 
national  move  back  toward  val- 
ues and  ethics,"  says  Tom. 

In  addition  to  their  support 
for  Charleston  Southern,  Tom 
is  a  volunteer  guardian  for 
Aiken  County's  Guardian  ad 
Litem  (Guardian  at  Law)  pro- 
gram. He  volunteers  his  time 
to  represent  children  who  are 
victims  of  abuse  or  neglect. 

"Tom  is  a  caring  individual 
who  goes  beyond  what  is  nor- 
mally expected  to  ensure  chil- 
dren are  being  protected  and 
parents  are  following  treatment 
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plans,"  says  his  supervisor 
Melanie  Arrington,  adding  "The 
Farrises  have  a  unique  ability 
to  communicate  and  relate  to 
children." 

Betty  is  very  active  at  First 
Baptist,  North  Augusta,  where 
she  serves  as  a  trustee  and,  of 
course,  a  preschool  Sunday 
Schoolteacher.  She  is  also  the 


treasurer  of  Beta  Sigma  Pi,  an 
international  service  organiza- 
tion, which  does  charitable  work 
and  promotes  education  for 
women. 

Although  the  Farris's  days 
are  often  very  long,  they  say 
they  don't  think  of  any  of  their 
work  with  children  as  a  job. 

"I  don't  think  of  it  as  a  job,"

Betty  explains.  "It  is  such  a  re- 
warding experience.  I  love  go- 
ing to  work." 

While  they  only  have  four 
children  and  four  grandchildren, 
their  dedication  has  given  hun- 
dreds of  children  a  reason  to 
think  of  them  as  family.

Charleston's  Own  Star  Search 


With  the  help  of 
Charleston  Southern 
University  students 
and  the  local  community,  Day 
Spring  Ministries  of  Charles- 
ton has  begun  a  new  center 
aimed  at  helping  children  from 
downtown  neighborhoods 
reach  their  full  potential. 

Known  as  the  A.C.E.  (  Aca- 
demic and  Cultural  Environ- 
ment) Club,  the  new  King  Street 
hangout  is  offering  free  classes 
every  Saturday  morning  for  el- 
ementary and  middle  school 
aged  children  on  subjects  rang- 
ing from  painting  and  ballet  to 
martial  arts. 

"We  believe  there  is  more  to 
life  than  just  playing  ball,"  says 
Glenn  Pinckney,  pastor  of  Day 
Spring  Ministries  and  director  of 
the  A.C.E.  Club. 

"We  started  this  club  pro- 
gram because  we  want  to  help 
cultivate  children's  talents  and 
broaden  their  view  of  the  world. 
Who  knows,  there  may  be  a 
world  class  painter  or  performer 
just  hanging  out  on  the  street 
down  here." 

Last  semester,  Charleston 


Southern  University  student 
Christy  Coleman  served  as  the 
Pinckney's  assistant  while  the 
university's  Baptist  Student 
Union  provided  lunch  twice  a 
month  and  taught  Bible  studies 
and  art  classes. 

"Working  with  children  is  so 
rewarding,  "  says  Coleman.  "I 
found  myself  going  back  to  the 
center  even  when  I  wasn't 
scheduled  to  help." 

Coleman,  an  education  ma- 
jor, felt  a  calling  to  work  with 
children  last  summer  after 
working  with  inner-city  kids  in 
New  Jersey  with  evangelist 
Tony  Campollo. 

"Kids  everywhere  need 
positive  role  models  and  a 
strong  Christian  program,"  says 
Coleman. 

Since  January,  more  than 
2,000  books  have  been  do- 
nated to  the  A.C.E.  Club  from 
various  groups  for  a  proposed 
children's  library  as  well  as  two 
computers  for  a  planned  com- 
puter center  at  the  club. 

But  the  Pinckney's  wish  list 
is  still  a  long  challenging  one. 

The  A.C.E.  Club  needs  vol- 
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unteers  to  teach  music  and 
dance  classes  and  especially 
computer  courses.  The  club 
also  hopes  to  add  a  roller  skat- 
ing rink  to  its  present  basketball 
and  volleyball  courts. 

The  Pinckney's  dream  is  to 
eventually  offer  the  creative  and 
technical  classes  and  recre- 
ational activities  as  a  "package 
deal." 

"We  don't  want  kids  to  just 
skate  all  day  and  not  spend 
anytime  in  the  computer  center 
of  library,"  explains  Glenn. 
"We'll  require  participants  in  the 
program  to  spend  an  equal 
amount  of  time  in  all  areas." 

"People  doubt  what  impact 
they  can  have  on  children  or 
what  skills,  talents  or  knowl- 
edge they  can  offer,"  says 
Cynthia  Pinckney.  "But  people 
should  just  come  out  and  spend 
time  with  these  kids  because 
they  will  find  something  to  con- 
tribute."

Naylor  Teaches  by  Example 


Dr.  David  Naylor,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  so- 
ciology, chairperson  of 
CSU's  department  of  behav- 
ioral sciences  and  recipient  of 
this  year's  Excellence  in  Teach- 
ing Award,  has  redefined  the 
meaning  of  "teaching  by  ex- 
ample." 

In  fact,  you  won't  ever  find 
Naylor  rigidly  standing  behind 
his  lectern.  But  you  will  find 
Naylor  and  his  students  in  a 
nursing  home,  funeral  home  or 
even  behind  the  serving 
counter  of  a  hot  and  crowded 
soup  kitchen. 

He  teaches  courses  such  as 
"Aging,"  "Dying  and  Death"  and 
"Homelessness,"  and  field  trips, 
lasting  anywhere  from  a  day  to 
four  weeks,  are  an  integral  part 
of  his  teaching  approach. 

Many  students  believe  sev- 
eral of  his  courses  should  be 
required  for  all  students. 
"Whether  we  are  in  the  field  or 
in  the  classroom,  Dr.  Naylor 
knows  how  to  bring  the  subject 
home  to  us,"  says  Michelle 
Mills,  a  student  majoring  in  so- 
ciology. 

"He  serves  as  a  role  model 
to  his  students.  He  doesn't  just 
drop  us  off  at  the  shelter  or 
nursing  homes,  but  he  works  as 
hard  as  we  do,  and  we  learn  as 
we  work." 

Students  enrolled  in  the 
class  on  homelessness  worked 
for  three  weeks  at  Charleston's 
Interfaith  Crisis  Ministry  Center 
in  downtown  Charleston. 
Students  say  the  course  re- 


vealed to  them  the  tremendous 
challenges  facing  the  unem- 
ployed, homeless  and  disad- 
vantaged families  and  served 
as  a  reality  check  for  their  own 
lives. 

"Our  work  at  the  shelter 
gave  everyone  a  new  outlook 
on  their  own  life,"  explains 
Cheryl  Melton,  a  senior  psy- 
chology major. 

"We  were  reminded  of  how 
grateful  we  should  be  for  all  of 
the  blessings  in  our  lives." 

As  students  worked  in  the 
office,  the  soup  kitchen  and  ac- 
companied social  workers  on 
home  visits,  they  surprisingly 
realized  that  there  are  similari- 
ties between  the  shelter's  cli- 
ents and  college  students. 

"As  I  handed  out  sand- 
wiches and  my  fingers  touched 
their  cold  fingers,  I  was  re- 
minded that  chance  is  the  only 
thing  that  separates  us,"  says 
Jeanette  Wolf,  a  sophomore 
music  therapy  major. 

Teaching  by  example 
comes  naturally  to  Naylor.  He 
has  worked  in  various  areas  of 
sociology  for  more  than  25 
years.  Naylor,  who  holds  de- 
grees from  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity, Cleveland  State  University 
and  University  of  Akron,  has 
worked  closely  with  the  elderly, 
homeless  and  the  terminally  ill. 

Perhaps  some  of  his  most 
memorable  experiences, 
though,  came  from  his  work  in 
the  early  70s  with  the  U.S.  De- 
partment of  Labor  as  a  research 
and  planning  specialist  for  a 
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concentrated  employment  pro- 
gram for  disadvantaged  inner- 
city  youth. 

"My  work  with  the  labor  de- 
partment really  peaked  my  in- 
terest in  sociology,"  recalls 
Naylor. 

"I  designed  job  training  pro- 
grams for  people  in  the  inner 
city  of  Cleveland  after  several 
years  of  urban  riots,"  says 
Naylor.  "I  was  fascinated  by  the 
challenges  facing  people  in  the 
inner  city  and  the  response  of 
the  government. 

"I  want  my  students  to  un- 
derstand the  challenges  facing 
the  society  in  any  career  they 
choose. 

"Also,  as  a  committed  Chris- 
tian I  believe  I  have  a  responsi- 
bility to  help  my  neighbor  and 
encourage  others  to  do  so."
